WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Articles 
of incorporation for the so-called 
Rockefeller foundation to admin- 
ister a philanthropic fund of $100,- 
000,000 to be donated by John D. 
Rockefeller, were passed by the 
House t y, 162 to 65, after desultory 
opposition. The measure now goes 
to the Senate. 

The bill names as the incorporators 
to administer the fund, John D, 
Rockefeller, John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
Frederick T. Gates, Starr J. Murphy, 
Harry Pratt Judson, Simon Flexner, 
Edwin A. Alderman, Wickliffe Rose 
and <harles ©. Heydt; and such per- 
sons “as they may associate with 
themselves.”’ 

The object of the foundation is “to 
promote the well being and to ad- 
vance the civilization of the peoples 
of the United States and its terri- 
tories and of foreign lands in the dis- 
semination of knowledge, in the pre- 
vention and relief of suffering and in 
the promotion by eleemosynary and 
philanthropic medns of any and all of 
the elements of human progress.” 

The bill contains a provision pro- 
hibiting the foundation adding to the 
capital fund of $100,000,000 and fore- 
ing the expenditure of the entire in- 
come from that fund currently.

CENTENNIAL OF JOHN | 


CHARLES FREMONT: 


BY ROCKWELL D. HUNT, Ph.D.

The American conquest of Alta 
California was an important act in 
the drama of our war with Mexico. 

The cenral, dominating figure of the 
conquest was John Charies Fremont, | 
whose part in this important drama 
has een fertile in stirring up more 
of dissension and controversy than 
has that of apy other character. 

Today is the centennial of his birth. 
Fremont, known as the “pathfinder,” 
was a typical southérn gentleman: 
born in Savannah, Ga., January 21, 
1813, and educated itn Charleston, 
Ss. ¢. After two years’ teaching in 
the United States Naval Academy, he 
received his commission as t6po- 
graphical engineer. Three years later 
he married Jessie Benton, ghter 
of Senator Thomas H. Benton, whose 
profound interest In the great West 
was for many years a leading influ- 
ence in givihg form and direction to 
national policy and tecal activity in 
the Westward movement of the Ameri- 
can pegple. Fremont was not slow 
availing himself of the  intithate 
knowledece and sare advice of his dis- 
tinguished lather-in-law, and his tal- 
ented wife ably seconded him in his

: read for overland travel to the Pa- 


cifie Coast. Kit Carson, whose eight 
years’ experience as trapper fitted 
him admirably for the task, acted in 
the capacity of guide. Returning, the 
party reached St. Louis in October, 
whence Fremont proceeded to Wash- 
ington to prepere his report for the 
government. 

In May, 1845, Fremont was placed 
at the head of a new government ex- 
pedition to the Pacific Coast, with 
the title of lieutenant-colonel. Almost 
at the year's close he entered Calli- 
fornia with a sturdy company of sixty 
men-——surveyors, guides, assistants— 
and about 200 horses. His stated ob- 
ject was “to explore the most direct 
routes to the Pacific Coast, and to do 
| topographical work in California.” 


The detriis in the story of that 
wonderful year 1846, eventful for 
California and for the nation, cannot 
be recited here. Events hastened. Fre- 
mont found in California some 700 
bold and reseurcefal . Americans, 
against whose aggressive activities 
and rapidly augmenting numbers the 
Mexican officials were directing dige 
threats of violence or utter expulsion. 
But # was now too late for the na- 
tive Californians, all too feebly sup- 
ported by the Mexican central gov- 
ernment and dissevered by internal 
strife and petty intrigue, to make 
good any threat against the Ameri- 
cans, whe were easily the most ener- 
getic group in the population. And 
while actual war with Mexico had not 
been begun when Fremont left Wash- 
imeton, was clearly anticipated as 
well-nigh a certainty in the near fy-

« the Presidency was the ac- 
qu m of Californie. The prospect 
of wet. Fremont telis us in his 
memoira. “was talked over fully dur- 
ing the time of preparation for the 
third expedition, and the contingen- 
cles anticipated and weighed. For no 
distinct course or definite instructions 
could be laid down, but the probabili- 
tiles were made known to me, as well 
as What to do when they became facts 
The distance was too great for timely 
communication; but failing this I wae 
given discretion to act.” 
| With Thomas O. Larkin, American 
Consul at Monterey, Fremont called 
upen Gen. Castro seeking permission 
to conduct explorations towards the 
Colorado River, and carefully point- 
ing out that his mien were ‘citizens 
and not soldiers.” Not paying proper 
heed to Castro's injunction to keep 
away from the more thickly settled 
districts, Col. Fremont was astonished 
to receive peremptory orders on the 
5th of March to leave the country 
forthwith; his haughty reply was 
characteristic—he ‘“‘peremptorily re- 
fused compliance to an order insult- 
ing to my government and myself.” 

-Then followed the retreat to Gavi- 
lan Peak, and the raising of the Amet- 
ican flag. The American band  re- 
mained several days, but withdrew 
before Castro made an attack. Re- 
treating through the San Joaquin Val- 
ley, Fremont left Sutter’s Fort about 
March 24, for Oregon. While delayed 
about mountainous region of the 
Oregon boundary by hostile Indians, 
an eyent occurred that was fraught 
with profound iacaldubinies to Califor- 
nia—an event at the tithe enshrouded 
in mystery and subsequently the ob- 
ject of interminable controversy. it 
brought Fremont to a reconsideration 
of his purpose to return to the United 
States and to the decision promptly 
to retrace his steps into California. 

The current of events following the 
return of .Fremont into the heart of 
California is well known, though 
there is ample room stilt! for wide di- 
vergence of opinion as to certain 
tails and yet wider grounds for ques- 
tioning or impugning the motives and 
activities of individuals. No individ- 
ual has received more severe. criti- 
ciam than Fremont himself. He

Fremont was followed by the period 
of known certainty of the existence 
of war between the United States and 
Mexico, under the control in Califor- 
nia of Seeere Sloat and. his suc- 


cessors. 

Under the ddiveanatves leadership of 
Gommodore Stockton the conquest 
of California was quickly extended to 
the south, and land forces, known as 
the California Battalion of Mounted 
Riflemen, being placed under Fie- 
mont’s immediate command. 
than six weeks after the raising of the 
Stars and Stripes at Monterey, the 
bloodless conquest of the entire ter- 
ritory was virtually completed. The 
subsequent re-conquest at certain 
points was not without the effusion 
of blood. 


The entrance of Gen. Stephen W. 
Kearny overland into Southern Cali- 
fornia with a strong force of men 
was responsible for another point of 
controversy in the career of Fremont. 
Who was re#ponsibie as chief admin- 
istrator for the brief period of time 
foliowitng the battle of San Pasqual, 
before Stockton had left the Coast, 
during which Fremont claimed to be 
acting-Governor, while Kearny was 
clearly the ranking officer? Each of 
the three was addressed as Governor. 
Fremont’s refusal to take orders from 
Kearny brought him face to face with
